New tool to tackle burglary 

THE Council and Police have a new high tech tool to help 
them crack down on burglary. 

Although crime in Hackney is down, burglary remains a 
priority for the Council, which has bought hundreds of 
property marking kits to give away to residents. 
Smartwater - a forensically traceable liquid - is being 
trialled in the King’s Park ward. Residents can sign up 
for a free pack of the liquid, which cannot be seen by the 
naked eye, but becomes visible when placed under UV 
light. By sending it to a lab for analysis, stolen property 
can easily be reunited with its rightful owners. 

Signs will be put up to let potential thieves know that the 
area is marked with Smartwater.

Have your say on Crossrail2 

THE Council is backing plans to bring new underground 
rail lines to Hackney, voicing their support for a 
‘Regional’ Crossrail 2 initiative, which could greatly 
increase public transport links for the borough. 

Crossrail 2 would provide an underground service from 
Hackney to central London stations, including Victoria 
and Euston, and could open by 2033. 

The number of stations and potential routes are 
currently open for public discussion, with residents 
invited to share their views on which scheme they 
would prefer. 

Transport for London have proposed two options for 
Hackney: a ‘Metro’ route which would serve one station 
at Dalston Junction; and an expanded, larger capacity 
‘Regional’ scheme which offers additional station links 
at Hackney Central along with a line through Tottenham 
Hale to the North East. 

Interchanges at Dalston Junction and Hackney 
Central stations could also be improved as part of 
the plans, which could cost around £12billion for the 
entire scheme.

Starting at Well Street 
Common, riders passed 
through Hackney Downs, 
Clissold Park and Hackney 
Road, finishing at London 
Fields.

Mastering the 
cheffing scene 


B Y day a credit 
controller, at 
night a house 
DJ - and 

somewhere between the 
invoices, payment chasing 
and slipmats Natalie 
Coleman found the hours 
to become a top cook and 
MasterChef champion. 

The proud eastender 
scooped the amateur 
cooks’ TV competition 
crown, serving the judges 
lobster tails and roast pork 
belly in the final round, 
a worthy platter for any 
fine dining restaurant.

to-earth personality and 
cockney charm, which won 
over TV audiences almost 
as much as her dishes 
bowled over the judges. 

“I just like eating!” she 
says.

A lmost 

£700,000 has 
been awarded 
to renovate a 

hidden gem of green space 
in Stoke Newington. 

West Hackney Recreation 
Ground began as a burial 
ground attached to St 
Paul’s Church West 
Hackney, before being 
handed to the Council. 

The church itself opened 
in 1823, but was rebuilt in 
1960 following bombing 
in the Second World 
War. Now a generous 
grant has been secured 
from the Heritage Lottery 
Fund (HLF) that will 
secure the next phase in 


the development of the 
recreation ground. 

Funding will help to 
renovate the burial ground, 
recreation ground and the 
forecourt at the front of 
the modernist church - 
increasing planting, adding 
seating and restoring 
gravestones, some of which 
date back to the 1800s. 

Rev Niall Weir, Rector 
of St Paul’s West Hackney, 


said: “We are absolutely 
delighted to have won 
this grant and have 
no doubt that this will 
not only transform the 
physical appearance of the 
recreation ground and St 
Paul’s Churchyard, but that 
it will create a wonderful 
focus and facility for the 
people of Hackney.” 

Cllr Jonathan McShane, 
Cabinet Member for 


Health, Social Care and 
Culture, added: “Pm 
looking forward to seeing 
the transformation, which 
will see new woodland 
planted and original 
pathways restored, and I 
hope others too will 
discover anew this 
welcoming green space.” 

The investment is 
supported by a maintenance 
plan, which will be jointly 
managed by the church 
and the Council’s parks 
department. Works are 
expected to be completed 
next year.

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Leandro Erlich: Dalston House

HAVE you ever wanted to burgle a house, 
scale a wall like Spider-Man or get yourself 
on to the property ladder? Leandro Erlich’s 
unusual art installation, Dalston House, 
fulfils all of these desires without the 
prospect of arrest, injury or bankruptcy. 

On a disused lot that has largely remained 
vacant since it was bombed in the Second 
World War, the life-size facade of a late 
19th century Victorian house lies on the 
ground with a mirrored surface positioned 
overhead at a 45-degree angle. It’s 
refreshingly low-tech. Enchanted visitors 
strike playful poses, draping themselves 
over window ledges and cornices, to evoke 
the impression, reflected in the vast mirror, 
they are perching nonchalantly on, hanging 
precariously off or recklessly scaling the 


building. Children will love it and even 
the most sceptical of adults can’t fail to 
be entertained. 

When I clamber with childish excitement on 
to the facade of the house, I am struck all 
of the sudden by stage fright: I feel obliged 
to do something ‘creative’. For Leandro, 
the audience breathes life into the artwork 
- without them it’s a cardboard cut-out, 
an abandoned house of mirrors, a desolate 
film set. 

Dalston House is part of the Beyond 
Barbican summer programme, a 
series of arts events outside the walls 
of the Barbican Centre featuring pop- 
up performance commissions and 
collaborations across East London.

O NLY 15 per 
cent of lung 
cancer cases 
are diagnosed 
at the earliest stage, when 
the treatment is most 
likely to be successful, 
according to Public 
Health England (PHE). 

A survey from PHE 
reveals most Londoners are 
unaware of the symptoms of 
lung cancer, which include 
having a persistent cough. 

The data also shows that 
22 per cent of people in 
London think that all age 
groups are equally at risk 
of lung cancer, despite the 


fact that lung cancer is most 
common in people aged 
over 50. Some 41 per cent 
of people are also unaware 
that if a cough lasts more 
than three weeks it could be 
a symptom of lung cancer. 

Lung cancer is England’s 
biggest cancer killer, causing 
28,000 deaths annually in 
England and around 2,800 
in London. 


The data is part of Be 
Clear on Cancer, a drive 
to raise cancer awareness 
through TV, print and radio 
adverts, fronted by famous 
faces and GPs. 

Sean Duffy, national 
clinical director for Cancer 
at NHS England, said: 
“Awareness campaigns like 
this are especially important 
in getting people with 


symptoms into doctors’ 
surgeries. Go to your GP if 
you have a persistent cough 
for three weeks or more. 

“During the regional 
pilot, trusts saw a 14 per 
cent increase in lung cancer 
cases diagnosed compared 
with last year. 

“However, more needs 
to be done for our survival 
rates to be as good as the 
best in Europe. If they were, 
it is estimated that around 
1,300 deaths could be 
avoided each year.”

Number of pregnant women who smoke falls within Hackney 


THE number of 
women in Hackney 
who classed themselves 
as smokers when 
they had their babies 
has fallen to the lowest 
rate in the borough 
since recording began 
in 2005. 

Figures from the 
Health and Social Care 
Information Centre 
show 4.8 per cent 
of women were still 
smokers when they 


gave birth in 2012/13, 
compared to 6.3 per cent 
in 2011/12. The London 
average is 5.7 per cent. 

Cllr Jonathan McShane, 
Cabinet Member for 
Health, Social Care 
and Culture, said: “The 
Council and other health 
providers in Hackney 
offer a range of services to 
help pregnant women to 
stop smoking and I would 
urge them to take up 
this support.” 


The Council funds a 
dedicated Stop Smoking 
support midwife at 
Homerton hospital 
to support pregnant 
women to quit. 

Specialist midwife 
Carolyn Bovelle said: “We 
are pleased to see that our 
work is having an impact 
on the health of mothers 
and babies in Hackney. 

“I work closely with 
our Stop Smoking team to 
provide women and their 


partners with support and 
advice about how to 
stop smoking during 
pregnancy and, we hope, 
after the baby is born.” 

It is estimated that about 
one third of all perinatal 
deaths (miscarriage, 
stillbirth after 24 weeks 
and death in the first four 
weeks of a baby’s life) in 
the UK are caused by the 
mother smoking, according 
to the British Medical 
Association’s Board of 


Science and Education.

T HE second 
son of 

philanthropist 
Andrew Reed 
(featured in issue 306) 
retained a strong and 
influential relationship 
with the Hackney area. 

Charles Reed was 
born in 1819 and spent 
his early childhood 
in Cheshunt, but 
his father’s work at 
the London Orphan 
Asylum demanded that 
his family be closer to 
the institution and so 
they moved to live in 
Well Street. 

Every Saturday 
Charles and his 
brothers were taken by 
their father to Clapton 
where they helped him 
lay out the grounds 
of the Asylum and 
made friends with the 
pupils there. Charles 
himself was schooled 
at Madras House 
Academy at 208 Mare 
Street, which followed 
an innovative schooling 
system whereby 
older pupils acted as 
monitors and helped 
supervise the younger 
students. The Mare 
Street establishment 
was said to be the most 
distinguished school of 
its type. 

Aged 17, Reed was 


apprenticed to a Leeds 
woollen manufacturer to 
learn business, returning 
to London in 1 842 when 
he co-founded the printing 
and type foundry firm of 
Tyler and Reed. Some of the 
typeface designs promoted 
by Reed are still in use today 
- such as Clarendon - which 
can be found amongst the 
font choices of computers. 
At first Reed lived at his 
father’s smart new house in 
Cambridge Heath, but in 
1 844 he married Margaret 
Baines, youngest daughter 
of Leeds MP Edward 
Baines, and moved to New 
Broad Street. 

However the ill health of 
their first child prompted 
the couple to move out of 
the City back to suburban 
Hackney where they found 
a house in St Thomas’s 
Square, staying there for the 
next 20 years before moving 
to a house in Urswick 
Road, Homerton, that he 
named ‘Earlsmead’ after his 
father’s small Surrey estate. 
Seven years later the family 
moved to a larger home in 
Tottenham, which was once 
again named ‘Earlsmead’. 

That same year Reed 
joined the Sunday School 
Union and became . 


became the first blind 
MP, and campaigned for 
women’s suffrage until his 
death in 1884. 

In November 1870, Reed 
was elected as the Hackney 
member for the newly 
created School Board for 
London, becoming vice- 
chairman the following 
month and also chairman of 
the works committee. The 
Board worked to provide 
a modern education in 
high-quality premises for 
children between the ages of 
five and 13, with one of its 
earliest schools being that 
in Stoke Newington High 
Street, built in 1877 (now 
private accommodation). 
Reed became chairman of 
the Board in 1873 and held 
the position for the rest of 


an inspector for the 
organisation. He was a keen 
supporter of the foundation 
of Homerton College for 
teacher training, as well 
as becoming chairman of 
the Bunhill Fields 
Preservation 
Committee in 
1865, working 
to save 
the burial 
ground as 
an important 
open space 
when it was 
threatened by 
redevelopment. 

Reed’s commitment to 
the importance of London’s 
historical landscape saw 
him elected as director of 
the Abney Park Cemetery 
Company, which he served 
between 1866 and 1881. 

He was influential in 
encouraging the Company 
to expand its business and 
establish new cemeteries 
in order to cope with the 
shortage of space for new 
burials at Abney Park. 

Charles Reed was elected 


to Parliament as one of 
the first two MPs for 
Hackney on 17 November 
1868, representing the 
Liberal party. His maiden 
speech advocated the 
exemption of 
Sunday and 
Ragged 
Schools 
from 
being 
made to 
pay poor 
rates, a 
measure 
which later 
became law. 

He was re-elected in 
February 1874, the same 
year he was knighted by 
Queen Victoria, but a 
petition was held against 
an irregularity made by 
the returning officer, as a 
result of which Reed was 
unseated. He declined to 
be nominated again and 
suggested that Henry 
Fawcett should stand for the 
Liberals instead. Fawcett 
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The Mayor and Councillors 


Councillors are elected by Hackney 
residents and serve for four years. 

The last borough elections were in 
May 2010. 

Councillors have a range of 
responsibilities, including helping to 
oversee the Council and its services. 
They hold advice surgeries where 
residents can meet their local 
representative and ask them to take up 


issues that may be of concern. 
Generally they can help with Council 
related matters, but if the issue is the 
responsibility of another person or 
organisation, councillors can often 
point people in the right direction and 
tell residents who they need to see. 
Hackney has 57 councillors 
representing areas called wards - 
illustrated in the map opposite.

IN this edition, Shoreditch Trust presents a recipe from its healthy eating 
programme which aims to help residents produce healthy, tasty and seasonal 
food throughout the year. Claudia Manchanda, healthy eating manager, said: 
“Empanadas are a popular pastry in South America and are generally fried. To make 
our dessert version healthier, we reduced sugar content, used wholemeal flour and 
baked them rather than fried them. The tart pineapple with a twist of lime makes for 
a truly unusual but delicious treat, and they’re great fun to make with children.” 


Pineapple and apricot 
empanadas 

Makes 24 empanadas 


Preparation time 

60 mins

Ingredients 

Quick homemade ‘jam’ 

• 6 dried apricots, chopped roughly 

• Vi teaspoon of ground cinnamon 

• Juice and zest of 1 large orange 

• 2 teaspoons of sugar (optional) 

Empanadas 

• 1 cup wholemeal pastry flour 

• Yi cup cornmeal 

• Va cup brown sugar 

• 1 Yi teaspoons baking powder 

• 2 tablespoons cream cheese 

• 2 tablespoons oil or butter 

• 4 tablespoons milk 

• 1 Yi cups chopped fresh pineapple 

• 2 tablespoons breadcrumbs 

• Va teaspoon ground cinnamon 

• Icing sugar or lime zest (optional) 

Method 

• Make the jam by simmering the 
apricots with the orange juice and 
zest and cinnamon for 1 5 minutes. 
If using sugar, stir it in until it has 
dissolved completely. Once cooled, 
blend using a stick blender. 


• For the empanadas, mix the flour, cornmeal, sugar 
and baking powder together in a large bowl. 

• Add the cream cheese and oil or butter and blend with 
your fingers until the mixture turns crumbly. 

• Sprinkle the mixture with milk one tablespoon at a time 
and stir with a fork until it comes together, although 

it will still be a bit crumbly. Knead a few times in the 
bowl, then turn onto a floured surface and knead again 
until it comes together. Divide in half and shape into 
two discs. Wrap in plastic and refrigerate until chilled. 

• Combine the pineapple and the homemade jam in a 
small saucepan and simmer, mashing the pineapple 
into smaller chunks with a potato masher or fork. Stir 
for 1 2 to 1 5 minutes until syrupy. Remove from the 
heat and stir in the breadcrumbs and cinnamon. 

• Preheat the oven to 1 80C (Gas Mark 3). 

• On a well-floured surface, roll out one disc of dough 
at a time into a circle 3mm thick. Using an 8cm round 
cookie cutter, cut smaller discs out of the dough, 
re-rolling the scraps as necessary to make 24 discs. 

• Place one teaspoon of the filling in the centre of each 
disc. Fold in half, press the edges together and crimp 
with a fork. Place on a greased baking sheet. 

• Bake the empanadas for 1 2 to 1 5 minutes or until 
golden, then transfer to a wire rack to cool off slightly. 
Serve warm or at room temperature, dusted with icing 
sugar or with a sprinkle of lime zest if desired.
